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ABSTRACT 



This report presents Arizona's Paradise Valley Community 
College's (PVCC's) 1998-1999 fact book. This report begins with a college 
profile and describes student characteristics by age, gender, ethnicity, 
financial aid, special needs, and continuing education. This report also 
looks at student enrollment according to headcount/ full -time student 
equivalent (FTSE) , full-time/part-time, enrollment status, and average credit 
hours taken. It measures student success by comparison of distribution and 
percentages of grades completion/passing rates. Transfer data are examined as 
another measure of student success. This report looks at three categories of 
students who transferred: new transfers, current students, and graduates of 
the Arizona State University (ASU) . It makes a comparison of new transfer, 
current, and graduate students, and concludes with a look at PVCC personnel. 
Included in the appendices are charts and graphs of age distribution of PVCC 
students by percent (1991-1999) , gender (1995-1999) , ethnicity (1991-1999) , 
number of students receiving financial assistance (1994-1999) , students with 
special needs (1992-1999) , continuing education students (1994-1999) , 
headcount and FTSE enrollment fall semesters (1991-1999) , full-time/part-time 
enrollment (1991-1999) , enrollment status fall semesters (1991-1999) , average 
credit hours fall semesters (1991-1999) , comparison of distribution and 
percentages of grades (1994-1999) , completion rates fall semesters 
(1991-1998) , transfer data from PVCC to ASU, and human resources for fall

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College Profile 



Paradise Valley Community College (originally the Northeast Valley 
Education Center) began offering classes in August 1985. It is the ninth 
college of the twelve colleges and centers in the Maricopa Community 
College District to be established The District Governing Board changed 
the name to Paradise Valley Community College Center in November 

1986, and the center began offering classes at its current site in August 

1987. 

In 1990 Paradise Valley Community College Center attained five-year 
accreditation from the Commission on Institutions of Higher Education of 
the North Central Association of Colleges and Schools. Subsequently, the 
word "Center" was removed from its name. In 1995 Paradise Valley 
Community College received ten-year accreditation from North Central 
Association. 

Paradise Valley Community College serves the communities in the twelve 
zip codes surrounding the campus in the northeast Phoenix area, which 
encompasses Phoenix, north Scottsdale, Deer Valley, Moon Valley, Cave 
Creek, Care Free, and some unincorporated areas of the county. The 
estimated population of this service area is over 300,000 people. The 
unduplicated student headcount for 1998-1999 is over 10,000. 



Student Characteristics 

Current PVCC characteristics of students include the following areas of 
information. In many instances, nine years worth of data are included: 

• Age 

• Gender 

• Ethnicity 

• Financial Aid 

• Special Needs 

• Continuing Education 



Student Enrollment 

Student enrollment patterns involve terms that are used in statewide 
formulas for funding, such as HEADCOUNT (actual number of students 
enrolled in a class) and FTSE (Full-Time Student Equivalent, the 
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equivalent number of credit hours a full-time student would take in fall or 
spring semester, that is, 15). Enrollment Status indicates whether a 
student is New, Continuing, or Former (students who attended before, but 
not in consecutive semesters).

Student Success 

Student success can be measured in many ways From an overall 
institutional perspective, one way is grade distribution. The percentage of 
grades earned has remained consistent for the past six semesters. Another 
measure is overall completion and passing rates of students The overall 
completion rate has decreased slightly, but the rate of students completing 
with a "Pass" and D or higher (indicated by "Passing" in the related graph) 
has significantly increased.

Transfer Data 

Another measure of student success can be seen in students who transfer 
to the university level and how well they do there. Detailed transfer data 
concerning former PVCC students are currently sent only from ASU 
(Main) and ASU West. The three categories of students who transferred 
are (1) New Transfers (those in their first semester at the university), (2) 
Current Students (having attended more than one semester at the 
university), and (3) Graduates (of the university).
